No. bB-PG(4iy57.— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Roport of the Port of Cochin for the 
year 1956-57. The noteworthy features of the Report are;— 

Finance: 

The working of the port during the year resulted In a 
surplus of Rs. 10'51 lakhs as against a surplus of Rs. 9Tf> 
lakhs during the previous year. A special contribution of 
Rs. 15 lakhs was made to the capital Account from the year's 
Revenues, (as against Rs. 5 lakhs in the last year), after 
making the usual contributions of Rs. 2 lakhs to the Revenue 
Reserve Fund and Rs. 3-97 lakhs to the "Accident” and 
"Renewals and Replacement” Funds. The net increase of 
Rs. 1 -41 lakhs in the surplus over the previous year was 
due to the overall increase of Revenue over expenditure. 

The gross Revenue Receipts of the Port Fund amounted 
to Rs. 96 22 lakhs for the year 1956-57, as compared with 
Rs. 76 75 lakhs for the year 1955-56. 

Working Expenses: 

The percentage of working expenses to receipts for the 
year under General Account was 54 as compared to 57 In the 
previous year. 

Debt: 

The aggregate Debt charges during the year vit. Rs. 12'94 
lakhs, is almost the same as in the previous year. The out- 
standing Debt of the Port, at the close of the year was 
Rs, 31713 lakhs, of which, a sum of Rs. 24Q'81 Iakhj was 
due to the Central Government and the balance to the Gov- 
ernment of Kerala State. 

Trade: 

The total trade of the Port during the year was 1,727,005 
tons and is the highest, so far recorded, showing an increase 
of 7'35 per cent, over the previous year’s outturn. The 
value of the total trade of the port amounted to Rs. 12,94?'92 
lakhs. 

The traffic dealt with at the wharves during the year 
represented 70:86 per cent, of the entire traffic as against 
46:9 per cent, in the previous year. 

Compared with the previous year, the tonnage of cargo 
carried by sailing vessels showed a decline of 6,672 tons. 

The more important among the tommodities Imported were 
Mineral oils, coal, Foodgrains, Machinery and Hardware and 
the eiqioTts comprised mainly of Coir produce. Mineral Sand, 
Tea, Cashew nuts and Kernels. 

Capital Works: 

The work on the construction of four additional wharf 
berths in the Ernakulam Channel which has been going on 
since April, 1955 regstered an overall progress to the extent 
of 49 per cent. The construction of two numbers R. C. 
Platforms relating to the work of the Black Oil Installation 
was completed. The preliminary works In connection with 
the construction of a Second Coal berth were in progress. 
Amenities to Staff: 

Scholarships granted to children of port employees con- 
tinued as usual, during the year. 

Reserve Funds: 

The position with regard to the balances in the various 
Accounts at the end of the year under review was satisfactory.
